The subject matter of the independent claims could not be found 
and was not suggested by the prior art of record, the subject matter 
not found is a method of administering substance to bone 
comprising the steps of introducing a fenestrated cannulated bone

screw into a bone, introducing a fenestrated cannulated insert into 
the cannulated portion of the bone screw, introducing a substance 
into the cannulated portion of the insert and placing the insert into 
a first position wherein none of the insert fenestrations align with 
the screw fenestrations to maintain the substance within the insert 
and then placing the insert into a second position wherein the 
substance is allowed to flow from the cannulated portion of the 
insert through the bone screw fenestrations, and inflating a balloon 
in the cannulated portion of the bone screw to form a seal, in 
combination with the method substantially as claimed. Particularly 
not found is the two claimed placements of the insert in 
combination with the bone screw and insert fenestrations and the 
balloon. 

While the Applicant agrees that the allowed claims are patentable over the cited 
references, the Applicant does not necessarily agree with or acquiesce in the statement of reasons 
for allowance given by the Examiner. Moreover, the Applicant notes that the recited subject 
matter as well as various other subject matter or combinations of subject matter may be 
patentable for other reasons than those given by the Examiner.
